Testimony of the Covenanters against 
Slavery and Colonization. 

Amon¢ the various religious sects with which 
our country abounds—all professing to take the 
revelations of Heaven, as declared in the Bible, | 
to be the rule of their faith and as a guide for 
their practice—it is not a little remarkable that 
mn their expositions of these revelations the pro- 
fessional expounders of them are governed less 
by the principles and precepts of holy writ than 
by the customs and political regulations of the | 
section of country where they reside.

These sects repudiate slavery in every | 
form. Ata session of the Covenanters in Pitts- 
burgh, Penn., on the 11th of October last, they 
gave their testimony against slavery and coloni- 
zation in a series of resolutions adopted in Synod, 
composed of several Presbyteries from the north 
and the south, from which the following extracts 


are made :— 


“Whereas this court did, at its sessions 
in 1828,pass certain resolutions approving the 
plans of the Am. Colonization Society, and re- 
commending it-to the members of this church 
for their conscientious support, at the same | 
time distinctly specifying that the emanci- 
pation of slaves, as maintained by the 
testimony and practice of this church, be ac- 
companied in all cases, not contrary to the 
will of the emancipated, with removal from 
the United States, to such place or places as 
the emancipated shall choose. And where- 
as the American Colonization Society, in the 
practical developement of its plans, has 
manifested a total disregard of those princi- 
ples on which it received the approbation of 
this court. This court never did give its ap- 
probation to the schemes of the Coloniza- 
tion Society, considered as opposed to man- 
umission ; on the contrary, it was on the 
supposition that it would be favorable to ab- 
olition, that we gave it our countenance.— 
We have always considered slavery to be an 
atrocious sin, an outrageous robbery of man 
from himself and from his Maker; as much 
more wicked than commen robbery, as lib- 
erty is more valuable than property ; surely 
continuance in iniquity cannot make iniqui- 
ty become justice, no legal investiture can 
make wrong to be right, neither can the sin 
of slavery justify the sin of banishing the 
sufferers ; nor can we conceive of any thing 
more injudicious than to transport the hea- 
then of our land to evangelize them’ on the 
African shore. Therefore, Resolved, 

1. Thatas this Synod has always borne 
explicit testimony against the heaven-daring 
sin of slavery, and lifted their warning voice 
against its awfully dangerous consequences, 
Py continue to do.
